ROM a German report it 
is learned that ages ago 
there existed at the foot of the

PRECIOUS STONES OF MADAGASCAR. 
(Continued.) 

Spinels, green but not of gem quality, are as 
sociated with the corundum. They are rolled out 
f all distinct crystalline form, but a similar 
spinal in distinct crystals occurs in limestone near 
the capital, Tananarivo. 

Cymophane (chrysoberyl) is here announced for 
the first time from Madagascar. It is abundant 
it several placer localities in the form of grains, 
transparent, and of beautiful color, and it would 
be a fine gem stone if of sufficient size. With it, 
and closely resembling it, are grains of yellow 
tourmaline, distinguishable by their lower hard 
ness and density and greater fragility. 

Topaz appears in rounded grains resembling 
quartz. It is similar to that of Brazil, and would 
of value if larger sized material could be found. 
Thus far none have exceeded a diameter of four 
mm. 

Beryl (aquamarine) is obtained of green or light 
blue color and one specimen of a delicate pink; 
but none have been seen in place. This and the 
two preceding species are judged to be from dis- 
integrated pegmatite. 

Garnets are vy far the most abundant species, 
being found in almost every stream bed of the 
gnessic region, and in places in the gneiss and 
in the pegmatite. These are chiefly almandites, 
well crystallized in the usual forms. An orange- 
yellow grossularite, or essonite, appears in some 
of the gold placers. 

Zircon, in small rolled crystals, is found in the 
same alluvium, but nothing of gem quality. 

Triphane (spodumene), transparent and light 
pink, is known from a single specimen It 
might be an attractive stone if found in any 
amount. 

Tourmaline is much the most important precious 
stone of Madagascar. The colored lithia types are 
found of a size and beauty equaling those of 
Brazil, Ceylon or the Urals. The fragments in 
the streams are generally homogeneous in color, 
but the crystals exhibit the polychromatic color 
character so frequent in this species, often being, 


like the Brazilian specimens, red within and 


green externally. A citron-yellow type is not un 
common, and occasionally a pure ruby red. A fine 
golden-yellow specimen was shown at the Paris 


Exposition of 1900. 

The crystals are found in place in the quartz 
veins in the pegmatites at several localities men 
tioned 

Black tourmalines are also found in the pegma- 
tites, often large, very regular in form, and very 


pure 
Other minerals of the pegmatites that may prove 
of gem value are a beautiful microcline (ama- 
zon stone), an opalescent orthoclase (moonstone), 
and klaprothite (lazulite) of a rich Prussian blue. 
It is for its masses of hyaline quartz, however, 
that Madagascar has been noted since the mid 
dle of the 17th century, when large irregular 
blocks of this material were first reported by 
travelers In 1658 Flacourt, in his history and 


map of the island, indicated its occurrence at va 
rious points along the streams entering the sea 
opposite and near to Isle Ste. Marie, on the east 
coast Since then many specimens have been 
brought to the Museum at Paris, all of similar 
character. It occurs throughout the central gneissic 
region, especially in the northeastern part, and 
along the coast in the neighborhood of Vohemar 
It has been obtained principally from this port and 
carried elsewhere by native boats and other ves 
sels; whence the name of Vohemar has been gen 
erally given, in commerce and in collections, as the 
locality for all Madagascar quartz. 

Thus far only rolled masses from stream beds 
have been used. These are for the most part com 
pletely rounded, but sometimes large crystals of

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good form are found, weighing several hundred 
kilograms, and for purity, brilliancy and perfec- 
tion, unrivaled at any other known locality. 
Two-thirds of all the crystal balls sold as Japanese 
are really of Madagascar origin, and are cut 
either in Germany, France or the United States. 
They are frequently over five inches in diameter. 
The writer saw a heap of 50 tons of transparent 
material in Paris in 1891. Fine crystals are in 
the American Museum of Natural History and the 
Field Columbian Museum. The material is largely 
limpid and colorless, but is often full of fluid 
cavities disposed in horizontal or curved planes, 
and when these become very abundant the quartz 
is rendered milky, and hence unsuitable for either 
optical or ornamental uses. Some smoky quartz 
occurs with it, but in much less abundance 

The quartz with inclusions is also often in large 
pieces, which when polished form magnificent 
cabinet specimens. Examples may be seen in the 
Tiffany-Morgan collection at the American Mu 
seum of Natural History, and in the Tiffany-Hig 
ginbotham collection at the Field Columbian 
Museum, at Chicago 

The sources of this material are not yet known, 
and Professor Lacroix speculates somewhat as to 
whether it comes from quartz veins or from the 
pegmatites. The later view is favored by the oc- 
casional presence of inclusions of mica shales and 
needles of tourmaline, the former by other cases 
where the quartz contains acicular rutile, lamellae 
of chlorite, and crystals of epidote and siderite 


Besides the large masses and crystals, it occurs 
also in crystals of ordinary sizes, and presents 
colored varieties—amethystine, smoky and _ yel- 
low (false topaz). Some f the amethysts are 


very rich in color, and might be available for 
gem use equally with those of Brazil and Siberia 
These occur both in the granites and schists and 


in the volcanic rocks: and there are also many 
arieties of chalcedony, nyx nd asper some of 
vhich may be valuable for namental uses 
BUFFALO AND Cit ARLESTON EXPOSITION 
PAN-AMERICAN GI COLLECTION 
When the Pan-American Exposition was or 


ganized in 1900, Dr. David T. Day, Chief of the 
Division cf Mining and Mineral Resources of the 
United States Geological Survey, was appointed 
chief of the department of mines, and he invited 
the writer to prepare a collection to illustrate 
the occurrence of precious stones in America 
As no appropriation was made for this special 
purpose and such a collection could be forme 
only at a considerable cost, it was mecessary to 
find some one to sustain the expenditure An 
exhibitor at the Exposition generously agreed to 
assume all the outlay connected With the prep 


ation of such a collection. The best specimens 
were procured either by collection or purchase 
and were displayed in a large octagonal case at 
the center of the mines building at the Pan-Amer 
ican Exposition, where they remained during the 
entire period of its continuance. Many of the ob 
jects in this collection were absolutely unique, 
and some were of high value these will be des 
cribed later in a new edition of Gems and 


Precious Stones of North America,”’ by the writer. 

Through the public spirit and liberality of James 
Pierpont Morgan, Esq., this collection has been 
kept together and presented to the Department 
of Mineralogy of the Musee Histoire Naturelle 


of the Jardin des Plantes at Paris, where it is now 
installed. This department has wonderfully pro- 
gressed under the indefatigable and intelligent 
management of its eminent director, Prof. Albert 
Lacroix. A suggestion made by him to the writer 
that such a collection would be of great value to 
the museum led to steps that resulted in its pres- 
entation by Mr. Morgan. 

The collection contains 600 specimens, illus- 
trating the occurrence of precious stones in both 
North and South America, and especially in the 
United States. In beauty, rarity and scientific 
completeness, it ranks among the finest collections 
of gem stones, both cut and in their natural state, 
to be found anywhere save in the t largest 


museums in the United States

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Lenses, Telescopes and Clock Room for 
Amherst College’s New Observatory. 
Boston, Mass., Oct. 29.—An interesting 
piece of work is being done at the factory 
of Alvah Clark & Sons, Cambridge, 
the new observatory for Amherst College 
at Amherst, Mass 

Several years ago Professor Todd se 
cured the glass for the lenses of the large 
telescope. The discs, of crown and flint 
glass, 18% inches in diameter, were made 
by Mantois, of Paris, and the grinding 
and polishing now being done at the Clark 
factory will take about 18 months 

The 12-inch reflector, which will be 
mounted on the same stand, will prove of 
great value in taking photographs of stars 
and eclipses 

Ground will be broken for the new ob 
servatory building next spring, and 
meteorological observations, which have 
been conducted continuously at Ambherst 
since 1835, will be kept up without inter- 
ruption. The new building was made pos- 
sible by the gift, two years ago, of $25,- 
000 on the condition that a like sum be 
raised within a year 

The new telescope will be the largest in 
New England. The diameter of the ob 
jective glass is 18 inches and the length of 
the tube 24 feet. 

A fine clock room, with double walls 
and independent piers of granite for the 
chronometers, will be another feature of 
the new observatory. The department al 
ready possesses more than $10,000 worth 
of apparatus, consisting of instruments 
mounted and unmounted 


Besides the telescope now in use, there 
is a 12-in. reflecting telescope, presented by 
a graduate, Rev. A. J. Lyman, of Brool 


lyn, which will be mounted in connection 
with the large tube in the central dome 
This telescope has never yet been mounted 
because of the lack of adequate space. The 
same is true of the 6%-inch transit in 
strument, obtained by Professor Todd 
from the United States Coast Survey sev 
eral years ago. In 1892 the trustees se- 
cured a spectroscope and a chronograph, 
and last year purchased 
chronometer by Bond

day by a CIRCULAR-WEEKLY reporter in re-

N. J., to grant atemporary injunction in the 
suit of the International Silver Co. against 
the Wm. H. Rogers Corporation, to re 
strain the latter from the further use of 
the name Rogers on silver plated ware, said 
that in reviewing the memorandum filed by 
Vice-Chancellor Stevens he is inclined to 
believe that the only grounds upon which 
the refusal was based was that of laches. 

“However,” continued Mr. Bartlett, “the 


decision was only in regard to the tempo- | 


rary injunction, and we hope to be success- 
ful in our efforts to obtain a permanent in- 
junction. We will begin on the final hear- 
ing for this injunction as soon as we can 
get the necessary evidence and can take 
testimony. 

“If the final injunction is denied us we 
still have the United States Circuit Court 
in which to begin action against Rogers’ 
customers. If we cannot stop him from 
manufacturing goods with our stamp on 
them, we can enjoin his customers from 
using them when they are made, and thus 
bring him to a halt.” 

Mr. Bartlett appeared to be slightly sur- 
prised that the New Jersey Court did not 
follow the precedents established by the 
United States Courts, which have already 
settled the point in another controversy, in 
favor of the International Silver Co. 


Webb C. Ball Appointed Chief Watch 
Inspector of Vanderbilt Railroad 
System. 

CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 29.—General Super- 
intendent A. H. Smith, of the New York 
Central & Hudson River Railroad, has an- 
nounced the appointment of Webb C. Ball 
as chief watch inspector, with headquarters 
in Cleveland. Mr. Ball takes the place of 
Frank Hammond, who«has resigned, and

Brush Back Design the Subject of a De- 
cision by Patent Commissioner. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 5.—Commis 
sioner Allen, of the United States Patent 
Office, has affirmed the decision of the Ex 
aminers-in-Chief, awarding priority of in 
vention to Otto Leigh upon a design for 
the back of a hair brush, on an appeal by 
Wm. H. Saart from the decision of the Ex 
aminers-in-Chief of the United States Pat 

ent Office. 

The design common to both cases involy 
ed in this fight co1 sisted of certain orna- 
mentation upon the handle of the hair brus! 
and an ornamental border upon the main 
part of the brush. The center panel is part- 
ly covered by curved lines and as to thes« 
features the designs of the parties are the 
same. Leigh discloses a blank space in the 
center panel, whereas in the same place 
Saart discloses a female figure. 

It was decided by the Commissioner that 
it was not sufficient that Saart’s brush 
could be distinguished from that previously 
made by Leigh, so long as the real inven 
tion involved was present in Leigh’s brush 
The ordinary purchaser would recognize 
the fact that the same design was present 
in both brushes. 

Since Saart’s design involved no invention 
but that previously made by Leigh, the Com 
missioner held that Leigh was the first to 
invent the subject matter in controversy. In 
other words, the Commissioner decided that 
where Leigh had produced the design for 
the back of a brush having a certain well 
known picture on it, Saart was not entitled 
to a patent upon a design differing from 
Leigh’s only in the substitution of another 
well-known picture. He therefore affirmed 
the decision of the Examiners-in-Chief, 
from whom an appeal had been taken.

Strike in the Silver Trade. 


Silversmiths of a Number of New York 
and Brocklyn Factories Demand a 
Nine Hour Day. 


About 500 silversmiths and finishers in 
Manhattan and Brooklyn went out on 
strike, Monday at noon. As far as could 


be learned the strike movement is confined 
to the city of New York alone, though 
there are indications that it may spread to 
Newark, N. J., and as far east Rhode 
Island and Connecticut in 24 or hours. 

The demands of the strikers for a 
nine-hour schedule at the same rate of pay 
as before when 10 hours. On 
other grounds, such as to just what class 
of silver workers shali strike, they are 
somewhat confused. In some factories, as 
in that of Geo. W. Shiebler & Co., Brook 
lyn, and Redlich & Co., 860 Broadway, 
every single man has gone out. In other 
factories, as in those of the Gorham Mfg 
Co.’s New York branch on Lexington Ave., 
the Whiting Mfg.

URING the Summer months we should 
display goods suitable for Summer 
tourists, such as tourist chafing dishes, foun- 
tain pens, gold and silver pencils, memo- 
randum books, brush and comb sets, toilet 
sets, etc. 

The Winter months furnish opportunity 
for the sale of prizes for card parties, and 
now that there are so many clubs meeting 
from two to four times a month, a timely 
display of such articles will be found to 
be very advantageous. 

It is also well to display, frequently, our 
stock of society emblems, as new members 
are joining the various organizations all the 
time, and each one buys a pin, button or 
charm, and if we show them through out 
window that we have these goods on hand, 
many sales will result. 

We will make our window appeal to the 
individual by making special displays. If 
you have in the window an assortment of 
everything which you sell you will ob- 
tain only the general effect, but if you 
have your window full of watches you will, 
by mere force of attraction, draw to the 
window every one interested in watches 
and will have gained their attention and 
made an impression that will not soon be 
effaced. So, too, if we show chains or 





anything else. The specialty counts. I may 
be wrong, but I think that better results 
will ensue by following this plan than by 
making a general window display. The 
game brought down by a rifle is bigger and 
better and more valuable than that brought 
down by a shotgun, although you are more 
apt to hit something if you use a shotgun. 


We will also advertise in the papers, 
always having our advertising along the 
same lines as our window display. This 


will be found to pay, as passersby will no- 
tice the window, and will recall that you 
are advertising, say, chains this week, and 
will stop to admire and question, and maybe 
buy, then or later, 

We will use window cards occasionally, 
lettered with timely suggestions or outlin- 
ing the policy of the store, such as “Your 
satisfaction is our satisfaction,’ “To sell 
you once is to sell you always,” and so on. 
If these cards are properly worded they 
will add to the force of the display and 
increase the store’s reputatfon for up-to- 
dateness, 


Some of our displays, particularly the 
more elegant ones, we will make without 
exhibiting any price cards, but we will put 


plainly marked cards on at least a few or 
the articles, as people looking might form

ECHANICS 


Mechanical plays a very 
Optics. important part in 


the fitting of glasses 
to defects of the eyes. It manifests itself 
in every arrangement of the fitting room 
and in the ease with which the optician 
does his testing and the comfort his patient 
endures during that ordeal. 

But with properly determined lenses 
mechanics again comes into play in the 
proper fitting or adjustment and also in 
the selection of frames in which the lenses 
are to be placed. Even in straight temple 
rimmed goods, which are the most stable 
of lens frames, it is possible to make the 
most horrible misadjustments, but when it 
comes to riding temples and_ skeleton 
goods and especially to rimless eyeglass 
mountings, the mechanical difficulties are 
multiplied many fold. 

If all noses were alike it would be no 
slight task to adjust any of the various 
guards to one specific form, for of styles 
of eyeglass guards there is no end. But 
noses vary in shape, dimensions and general 
requirements as to guards quite as much 
as eyes as to the lenses needed. No two 
noses are exactly alike, and no one guard 
has ever been invented which without ad- 
justment will fit every, and I don’t know 
but you might say amy, nose. 

To fit guards quickly and accurately, so 
that they will stick and yet with as little 
pressure upon the delicate skin as pos- 
sible, requires (1) the selection of a guard 
adapted to the nose, (2) the choice of one 
of many styles of that guard, (3) the selec- 
tion of the individual pair of pinchers om 
of that style, not that will just fit, but that 
can be made to fit, is a mechanical art of 
no inconsiderable value. 

Then comes the adjustment, or giving 
the guards such little twists and modifica- 
tions as will cause them to take hold evenly, 
and with uniform pressure, and at exactly the 
proper points, to hold without hurting and 
stay under all ordinary conditions. This 
art involves not only the study of the 
mechanism of guards, but the shapes and 
slopes and peculiar character of individual 
noses as they come. That any particular 
guard meets all cases best seems to be de- 
nied by the experience of most refraction- 
ists, although some are of greater adapta- 
tion than others. 

The Wells guard is often highly recom- 
mended; the new lasso guard is the favorite 
of many; the various styles of anchor 
guards are found to have very general 
power of adaptation; the anatomical guard 
is used almost exclusively By some opticians 
and oculists; the “shuron,” “stick-fast,” 
“hold-tight,” “never-get-loose” tell by 
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their makers to be and to do. Nevertheless 
the men having the best reputation as 
“nose fitters” do not confine themselves to 
one guard, but make judicious selections 
perhaps from all of the above. 

The object of this article to direct 
the attention of opticians to it. Don’t con- 
sider yourself a good, all-round optician 
until you have mastered this art. Study 
it conscientiously, consistently and continu- 
ously. Learn to use the little pliers with 
“neatness and dispatch” until you feel con- 
fident of making an adjustment that is 
just right to any nose that can be fitted. 
This means to study noses as well as 
guards, for of the two there is a far greater 
variety of noses than of guards. It is 
scmething no one can teach you, for no one 
can show you the noses you will be called 
upon to fit. 

There are general principles which are 
useful in this matter. Become posted so 
far as you can by reading, but make your 
real study a practical one by the study of 
every case you have until you feel that 
you are if in this matter of mechanics.

Kussmaul and the Optical Profession. 


HE name of Adolph Kussmaul, for 
many years a renowned professor of 
medicine at Strasburg, is one well known 
to members of the optical profession, owing 
to the achievements which he has made in 
the science of optics. His thesis on the 
much vexed question which Helmholtz 
finally solved, as to why the pupil appears 
to be black, although it is the window 
opening into the transparent media to the 
brilliantly vascular choroid, clearly demon 
strated his powers of accurate observation. 
Speaking of Kussmaul’s researches along 
these lines, recent of the Post 
Graduate says: 

The medical faculty of Heidelberg Uni- 
versity annually gave out a question, the 
successful answer to which was rewarded 
with a prize. In the session of 1843-44, 
the question was, “An Anatomico-Physio- 
logical and Pathological Examination of 
the Various Colors Which Irrespective of 
the Transparent Media appear in the Fun- 
dus Oculi.” The subject was chosen by 
Chelius, the professor of surgery and of 
ophthalmology. Kussmaul had interested 
himself in diseases of the eye, and Chelius 
noting this in his clinics, urged him to 
compete for the prize. 

Chelius evidently supposed that glau- 
coma, the disease named from the greenish 
reflex from the aqueous humor and the 
lens, in its advanced stages, a disease that 
was a riddle to all ophthalmic students,

by those seeking the prize. On going into 
the mass of literature as to healthy and 
morbid eyes, Kussmaul soon found that 
the problem was far beyond that of the 
nature of glaucoma, and was not as to the 
green pupil in this disease, but the black 
one in a normal eye. 

Kussmaul discovered that this elementary 
and fundamental study in optics had been 
everywhere passed by; that the occasional 
serious attempts to consider it as a prob- 
lem had received no attention. In his in- 
vestigations he was led to remark that the 
scientist often looks into the causes of 
most removed and last questions, and 
neglects those that are next to him. 

Kussmaul was the first one to try to 
make an ophthalmoscope, but he confesses 
that while his ophthalmoscope would have 
been highly useful if one could see with 
it, that it unfortunately lacked this essen- 
tial quality. In awarding the prize to him, 
the faculty gave Kussmaul all praises in 
sonorous Latin for his erudition, his rea- 
soning and his experiments, and declared 
that he had cleared up every point, but the 
writer of the theme knew better than the 
faculty. 

He had missed the vital point, and with 
all his labor he had left the question unan- 
swered, although, as Donders said, he had 
properly stated what it was that scientists 
were endeavoring to find out since Aristo- 
tle’s time, and that was how to throw light 
into and through the pupil and the vitreous 
humor so that the retinal vessels and the 
entrance to the optic nerve might be seen. 

In just 10 years after, Heinrich Helm- 
holtz answered this question, to the inef- 
fable advantage of the human race. It was 
a problem that many came near solving, 
but which was missed until he accom- 
plished it.

Trial Case Measurement of Astigmatism. 


(Continued from issue of Oct. 29.) 


HESE should be gradually and guard 
edly increased, for you are approach 
ing the point of accommodative action, until 
the right value or as nearly right as the 
trial lenses can give, is found. This should 
make the horizontal line as clear, but no 
better than the vertical. If the lines are un 
equal still and shift to any line besides the 
vertical and horizontal when the cylinder’s 
axis is horizontal, it shows that the axis of 
the cylinder should be oblique. 

By rotating between 180 and 165 on one 
side or 0 and 15 on the other, a point will be 
found that most nearly unifies the lines 
If the horizontal or lines nearest it become 
most sharply defined and especially if th 
former clear lines are blurred, the cylinde 
is a trifle too strong, for it has caused the 
eye to accommodate slightly. By reducing 
it a little and using a minus sphere to 
clear up all the lines at the same time, a 
better correction is obtained. The minus 
sphere merely reduces the original plus 
sphere for its value. 

In measuring astigmatism by this method 
a cylinder is necessarily in a wrong axial 
position unless the lines under the axis or at 
right angles to it are the conspicuous lines. 
If the axis is horizontal or vertical only the 
vertical or horizontal lines would be clear 
if those are the principal meridians. Hence 
if with either a plus or minus cylinder axis 
vertical or horizontal, if any oblique be 
comes sharper than the other lines, the chief 
meridians of the eye are certainly oblique 
Rotation of the cylinder will then be neces- 
sary. 

If the cylinder is of the correct value a 
position for its axis will be found in which 
the lines are as near equal as they can be 
made and the lines slightly clearer than 
others will either be upon the axis or at 
right angles to it or at equal distances on 
either side. 

In testing oblique meridians, however, the 
operator must not forget the reversal of the 
lines upon the clock face projected to the 
trial frame notation. The lines 11 and 10 
are to the right of the perpendicular, 1 and 
2 to the left. The nearer the correction is 
obtained, in the process of making an exact 
measurement of astigmatism, the closer we 
come to the line at which the accommo 
dation begins to act. 

Hence if the minus cylinder makes the 
horizontal than the vertical, 
either the vertical meridian has been most 
nearly corrected or, if the vertical line be- 
comes decidedly dimmer, we have slightly 
stimulated the accommodation. Either ef 
fect shows that the cylinder used is of too 
high a value. It should be reduced so as to 
leave the horizontal lines at least as dim 
as the vertical and the effects of a minus 
sphere tried to bring all the lines into equal 
distinctness. 

With slightly oblique chief meridians, as 
at 150 and 60 or 165 and 75, or at 30 and 
120 or 15 and 105, which are of more fre- 
quent occurrence than at45 and 135, great 
care and patience “are usually necessary to 
get exactly the right position for the axis

the nearest we may be able to get to the 
precise value required, which still leaves a 
slight difference of the lines. 

In cases of pronounced asthenopia due 
chiefly to astigmatism and cylindrical ac 
commodation, it seems to be very impor- 
tant to get as full and precise a correction 
as possible, since the lower the degree of the 
astigmatism the more certainly will the ac- 
commodation act in this manner. However 
a correction so close as .12 D. or .06 D. 
leaves so slight a degree of error in an 
optic system approximating 60 D. that the 
ciliary effort needed must be so slight as to 
be scarcely appreciable. 

Corrections, however, that aim at no bet 
ter result than finding within .25 D. of the 
needed cylinder and within 1.50 of the cor 
rect axis can scarcely be regarded as pro 
fessional work. A spherical correction that 
is within .25 D. of the true value may be 
regarded as close, but this is not so of the 
cylinder. It is usually more certain, be- 
cause of the necessity for such accuracy to 
over correct and reduce that the line be 
made distinct. It is better to leave a little 
astigmatism of the same kind as the eye 
is accustomed to than to reverse the prin- 
cipal meridians.

THE LETTER METHOD, 


The third method of diagnosing and 
measuring astigmatism is by the acuteness 
of vision upon the Snellen type only. This 
method discards astigmatic charts of every 
description except those that pertain to the 
letters of the alphabet and their characteris 
tic forms.

Wheel-Stretching Tools. 


A WHEEL-STRETCHING device is 

one of the necessary tools for the 
watchmaker who repairs foreign made 
watches, such as we designate under the 
general name of Swiss watches, although 
they might come from France or Germany, 
as well as from Switzerland. Notwith- 
standing the fact that the tool is of great 
usefulness it is seldom seen in the outfit of 





American watch repairers and even the lat- 
est catalogue of one of the greatest watch- 
makers’ tool and material houses in the 
United States has dropped it from its list, 
which seems to indicate that there is lit- 
tle or no demand for the tool. 

This is not astonishing, because a great 
many learn their trade in a hurry and are 
imbued with the idea that the depth of 
wheels never needs any correcting, as is 
the case in all American-made watches. The 
stopping of Swiss watches, however, is very 
often caused by bad depth of wheels, by 
faulty cut teeth, by burr between the 
teeth which is not removed by wheels 
that are not perfectly round or by wheels 
which are too thick. This latter is very 
often the case with the fourth wheel of 
cylinder watches. 

A new Swiss watch should never be de- 
livered (except it be a fine grade, bought 
from a reliable firm) without first thor- 
oughly examining the whole mechanism. If 
the wheel has burr between the teeth it can 
be removed by smoothing it at the lower 
side of the wheel with a slate pencil and 


To do that we fasten a cork in 


water. 








the bench vise, upon which we hold the 
wheel, the gilded side resting upon the 


cork, and with the wet pencil we file the 


back of the wheel, slightly revolving it 
after each four or five strokes. When re 
volving the wheel care must be taken not 
to rub it over the cork, for this, of course, 
would injure the gilding. The slate pencil 
must be filed flat over that part which is 
to be used as a file for smoothing. Each 
time it becomes uneven, owing to the edges 
of the teeth, it must filed flat again. 
When sufficiently smooth the wheel is wash- 
ed with a brush and clean water, dipped in 
alcohol and dried. Some watchmakers in 
stead of using this method remove the burr 
with a scratch brush, but if this not 
done with a very fine one and the necessary 
care the delicate teeth likely to be in 
jured, 

The depth of the fourth wheel with the 
escape wheel, especially in cylinder watches, 
is generally the cause of the stopping of 
the watch and it should therefore be given 
particular attention. The fourth wheel 
often too thick and by making it thinner it 
is improved in many ways. There will be 
less gearing friction and the wheel will be 
a little more distant from the movement 
plate, and hence will have less chance to be 
stopped by the smallest of dirt 
that drops into the movement and generally 
settles down in that part of the plate which 
is turned out for the fourth wheel 
making the fourth wheel thinner we must 
be convinced that it round, or that its 
depth is not too shallow, for if so the 
wheel must previously be made round and 
stretched. If the fault is very great it is 
better to replace the defective wheel by a 
new one, but this is seldom required, as 
most defects can be removed by stretch

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New Clock in the Congressional 
Library at Washington, D. C.

HERE has just been installed in the 
building of the Congressional Library 

it Washington the clock upon which the 
sculptor, John Flanagan, had been at work 
for several years. It is a monumental pro- 
duction, as it had to be, indeed, to fit into 
the ensemble of the great octagon reading 
room at the center of the building for which 
it was commissioned. That rotunda is very 
stately in design and imposing in its di- 
mensions as well as in its wealth of mar- 
ble. The clock is set between two columns 
against the wall on the second arcaded story, 
just over the entrance into the rotunda from 
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but the sculptor has not been content with 
effects gained from form alone. He has 
sought rather to enhance the somber beauty 
of his bronze with the brilliance of colored 
marbles and mosaic, and in this way to 
make a vivid as well as an heroic impres 
sion upon the spectator. 

Mr. Flanagan, whose first studies were 
carried on at Cooper Union and under Au- 
gustus St. Gaudens, proceeded to Paris 
some years ago, where he enjoyed the in- 
struction of Chapu and Falguiere. He has 
executed, besides the clock just described, 
a figure of “Commerce” for the same build- 
ing and a number of portrait busts and 
medals. Half a dozen of his medals are in 
the Luxembourg.

the grand hall; that is to say, between 25 
and 35 ft. above the floor 

That part of the design which embraces 
the dial is formed of various colored mar- 
bles. The dial itself, which is 3 ft. in di 
ameter, is in gilt bronze, framed with a 
wreath and garlands of intertwined oak and 
laurel, also in bronze. The hands of the 
clock are formed of two serpents in enam 
eled copper. On either side of the dial are 


seated figures in bronze typifying the

The massive group in bronze which sur 
mounts the timepiece consists of three fig- 
ures, “Time” in the center, with “Day” and 
“Night” attending him. “Day” and “Night” 
have each their appropriate attributes, the 
former scattering flowers and “Night” her 
stars and a comet. Beneath this elaborate 
work there is a small bronze in high re 
lief, entitled “The Swift Runners,” in which 
the sculptor indicates the passing on of 
the torch of knowledge by the exhausted 
devotee to his unwearied successor.

INTRODUCTION. 

[HE CIRCULAR-WEEKLY begins to-day the 
publication of a series of questions on ad- 
vanced horological subjects and answers 
to these questions by H. H. Heinrich, one 
of the foremost horologists in the world. 

Mr. Heinrich was born in Cranz, Ger- 
many, in 1822. After serving an appren- 
ticeship in Hamburg, he worked as a jour- 
neyman watchmaker in Lunsberg, Hanover, 
Leipsk, Vienna, Milan and Switzerland. 
In Vienna he worked for Martin Zeller. 
In Switzerland he established a horological 
school, where he remained for 10 years as 
its teacher, visiting during that time Lon- 
don and Paris, where he became acquaint- 
ed with the leading horologists of the time, 
such as Breguet, Juergensen, Frodsham, 
Dent, Lange and Kullberg. He subsequent- 
ly came to the United States, where for 
some years he worked for Tiffany & Co. 
After leaving this firm he established him- 
self in business as a chronometer maker 
at 14 John St., subsequently moving to 
102 Fulton St., where he continued in busi- 
ness until his retirement in 1900. 

Mr. Heinrich received at the World's 
Fair at Chicago, Ill., the highest award 
consisting of a medal and diploma, for his 
exhibit of chronometers. He had previous- 
ly received similar distinctions in 1858 at 
3erne, Switzerland, and at the Paris In- 
ternational Exposition in 1889. 

Mr. Heinrich is the inventor of an aux- 
iliary compensation which has the advan- 
tage over other contrivances with a simi- 
lar object, that the auxiliary acts continu- 
ously as a corrector. He has also invent- 
ed an isochronal regulator, and has illus- 
trated the theoretical curve of the hair- 
spring. He was the first in this country 
to employ aluminum in the construction of 
the escape wheel and balance spring collet, 
an expedient which, owing to the lightness 
of the material employed, reduces friction 
to a minimum. 

Mr. Heinrich, despite his 80 years, is 
mentally vigorous. He has durinz his ca- 
reer as a watchmaker, which has extended 
over three-score years, taken careful notes 
of his investigations and their results, and 
in the articles which he is preparing for 
publication in THe CrrcuLar-WEEKLY, will 
give to the trade the benefit of his inves- 
tigations and his ripe experience.

I am referring only 
chronometer escapements where the balance 
vibrates freely. In small watches long vi 


brations are generally performed in less 
time than the short vibrations, while in 
larger watches, especially in box chron 


ometers, the short vibrations are generally 
performed in less time than the long ones, 
for the reason that a large balance, as it 
travels further than small has 
more air friction and more 
In the large balance the advantage gained 
by the easier unlocking and the stronger 
hairspring is not sufficient to overcome the 
effect of the increased air friction and air 
resistance in the larger vibrations, which 
accounts for the fact that small vibrations 
are made in shorter time. In 
the small balance, however, the air friction 
and air resistance are not sufficient to over- 
come the increased impetus given by the 
tension of the hairspring in the larger vi 
brations. 

Phillips’s theoretical curve is only applic 
able to pocket chronometers, as the the 
oretical curve in box chronometers should 
be much shorter in order that the long vi 
brations shall be performed in less time, 
because with the shorter curve the hair 
spring ending in a short curve, will gain in 
power and will better resist the long vibra 
tions of the balance. 

The considerations above mentioned are 
the chief principles to be considered in ad 
justing. There are, however, other princi 
ples which require cons‘deration and eluci 
dation. When one considers that a watch 
beats 18,000 times an hour, or 432,000 times 
a day, a difference of a second a day in 
dicates an infinitesimally small fault. The 
compensation, the position and the isochro 
nism are all important and if all of these are 
not absolutely correct the watch cannot 
be depended upon and 4ll the trouble of 
the best workman will prove of no avail. 

Let us consider how to secure absolute 
correctness.

The Compensation Balance. 


What is the purpose of the compensation 
balance? 

Changes in temperature affect the length 
of the hairspring and thus affect the speed 
of the vibrations of the balance. The com- 
pensation balance is intended to overcome 
this cause of variation. As the hairspring 
lengthens with heat, it would cause the 
watch to lose time. To compensate for 
this the balance should become smaller, that 
is, its diameter should become shorter, so 
that the resulting tendency to make the 
watch go faster would overcome the effect 
of the longer hairspring. Under the influ- 
ence of colder temperatures the reverse 
would result. No practicable way has been 
discovered of actually making the balance 
smaller, but the same effect has been se- 
cured in the compensation balance by cut- 
ting the balance and making the rim of two 
metals so welded together that an increase 
in temperature will cause the free part of 
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the rim to curve inward towards the center, 
the effect of which, as will readily be seen, 
is the same as if the diameter of the bal 
ance were contracted. In order that the com 
pensation may be exactly correct the great- 
est nicety is required in the adjustment. 
Should the free ends curve more freely than 
is required the watch would go too fast 
and vice versa. Once the balance is com 
pleted it would be manifestly inadvisable, if 
not impossible, by changing its character, to 
correct this fault. For the purpose of mak 
ing a correction however, there 
are placed on the rim of the balance smai 
which be forward 
backward, as may be required, and the ef 
fect of moving which is to correct the er- 
in the curvature of the balance under 
the influence of heat and cold 

When the curvature, under the influence 
of heat, is too great some of the screws on 
the rim must be moved from the free ends 
of the rim towards the fixed ends, and if 
the watch goes too slow under the influence 
of heat some one or more pairs of screws 
must be moved towards the ends, as 
the screws when near the free end, under 
the effect of heat, carried further in 
ward than they would be when nearer to the 
fixed end. The effect will equivalent 
to the substitution of a smaller balance for 
a larger one 

I will endeavor to explain as nearly «s 
possible how-this compensation works. If 
for instance, in warm temperature the watcl 
runs 30 seconds too slow in 24 hours, then 
one pair of screws should be moved from 
the free end towards the fixed end. Mov 
ing the screw back one hole near the free 
end of the rim has more effect than moving 
it back one hole near the fixed end. 

Why are the arms of the compensation 
balance one-third of steel and two-thirds of 
brass? 

Brass expands more rapidly than steel. 
Ifa bar of steel and a bar of brass are weld- 
ed firmly together and then heated the great 
er expansion of the brass will result in pro 
ducing a curve, in which the brass will be 
on the convex side of the curve and the 
steel on the concave. Steel, however, is a 
much stronger metal than brass, and in or 
der to overcome the resistance to curva 
ture of the steel, it has been found advan 
tageous to make the steel part of the rim 
thinner than the brass part. The propor-

The thickness of the rim should be 1-35 
of the diameter of the balance, not includ 
ing the heads of the screws 

What effect does the thickness of th: 
rim have on the compensation of the bal 
ance? 

It is advisable that the screws should hb: 
well divided along the rim in order that 
there should be a sufficient number of holes 
so as to allow for a change of the posi 
tion of the screws, if required, to com- 
pensate in extreme changes of temperature.

[Answers are solicited from our readers to the questions published weekly on this page.) 


Question No. 280—An Old Hall 
Clock.—We have in our store an old- 
fashioned grandfather's clock with fine 
brass movement and heavy brass dial show- 
ing phases of the moon, calendar, etc. The 
party for whom we are repairing the clock 
is anxious to know something of tts age. 
The maker's name is Francis Perigal, Royal 
Exchange, London, We can find no num- 
ber. If you can tell us anything about its 
age we weuld thank you very much.

ANSWER :—Francis Perigal, Royal Ex- 
change, London, did business as watch 
maker from 1745 to 1780. He was admit- 
ted to the membership of the Clockmakers’ 
Co. in 1775. He was the son of the famous 
Francis Perigal, of Treadwell St., London, 
who was the head of a family of celebrated 
horologists. 

Question No. 281.—Single Fluid Bat- 
tery.—Will you kindly inform me what 
chemicals to use to renew a single fiuid 
plating battery. It has both carbon and 
sinc in same cell without amalgama- 
tion or porous cup. By so doing you will 
greatly oblige. C. F. McA. 

ANSWER :—Batteries with constant cur- 
rent which can be ranged under the denomi- 
nation of the single fluid batteries are the 
Leclanche, the de Marche, the de Lalande, 
the Chaperon, etc. The fluid charge is made 
of water two-thirds the height of the cell 
and an addition of sal ammoniac. The 
charge of sal ammoniac costs from six to 
ten cents according to the size and make 
of the cell. The batteries without porous 
cups are of more modern manufacture and 
can operate for several months without in- 
terruption. 

Question No. 282.—Plating Without 
Battery.—Can you give me an inexpensive 
method of silver plating small articles of 
brass without battery or mercury? 

H..01.. 3. 

ANSWER :—Several receipts have already 
been given from time to time in our 
Workshop Notes. This time we will add 
a new receipt given by the Drug Circ. and 
Chem. Gaz. A thin film of silver may be 
deposited on brass, copper, etc., by the ap- 
plication of a paste composed of two parts 
of freshly-precipitated silver chloride, 
three parts of potassium bitartrate and, ac- 
cording to some writers, a small proportion 
of sodium chloride, the vehicle being water. 
The article to be silvered must first be 
thoroughly freed from grease, an effective 
method of doing which is to immerse it 
for some time in a hot solution of caustic 
soda or potassa and to rinse well in water. 
During the rinsing and afterwards the ar- 
ticle must not be touched with the fingers, 
as it would thus be again slightly greased, 
and, of course, the firm adherence of an- 
other metal would be prevented. The ar- 
ticle having been so cleaned, the paste is 
gently rubbed on it with a soft cork. Small 
articles may simply be immersed in the 
naste. When the coating is considered suf- 
ficiently thick the object is washed in hot 





water and dried by shaking in sawdust. 
The silver chloride required in the opera- 
tion may be conveniently obtained by dis- 
solving silver nitrate in distilled water and 
adding to this a solution of sodium chloride 
(common salt) as long as precipitation oc- 
curs. The precipitate thus produced must 
be washed to free it from any excess of 
the precipitant. 

QuesTIon No. 283.—Gold Coloring.— 
What will be a good wash or plate, and 
how is it made to color a 14 karat plated 
chain or bracelet? I refer to the red color. 

G. W. B. 

ANSWER :—Plated gold cannot be colored 
like solid gold articles, but must be col- 
ored by the electrical process, which was 
explaintéd in the answer to Question No. 
257, published in the issue of Oct. 8. In 
order to obtain red gold a certain addition 
of cyanide of copper dissolved in potassium 
cyanide must be added to the gilding solu- 
tion. The quantity of such addition can- 
not be well expressed by figures because the 
current strength with which the articles 
are gilded exercises considerable influence. 
It is best to triturate the cyanide of copper 
in a mortar to a paste with water and add 
to this paste a moderate concentrated potas- 
sium cyanide solution as long as cyanide of 
copper is dissolved. Of this copper solu- 
tion add gradually and in not too large 
quantities to the gold solution, until, with 
the current strength used, the gold deposit 
shows the desired red tone. 


Question No. 284.—Cleaning Soap.— 
Do you know of any soap that can advan- 
tageously be used for cleaning metals, glass 
and porcelain ware? L. H. M. 

ANSWER :—A good soap for this purpose 
is that known as Bon Ami. Following are 
the directions for use: (1) Do not rub the 
dry cake of Bon Ami on the surface to be 
cleaned but apply in form of a thin lather 
and do not leave in water, as it will waste 
away too rapidly. (2) For windows, mir- 
rors, show cases, lamp shades and chim- 
neys and all articles of glass or porcelain, 
moisten a sponge, cloth or brush with 
water, rub it on the Bon Ami until it pro- 
duces a thin lather, then apply; wait until 
dry, then wipe off with a dry cloth, except 
the sashes of windows, etc., which wipe 
with a dry cloth. (3) For brass, nickel, 
copper, tin, including brass clock work, and 
all metals (not lacquered) apply as in (2), 
rubbing until the tarnish is removed, then 
wait until dry and polish by rubbing briskly 
with a dry cloth. Use a brush for cleaning 
rough or sunken parts of metals. (4) For 
celluloid, marble, woodwork, oilcloth and 
painted surfaces, apply as in article (2), 
but without waiting wipe with a damp cloth. 
(5) For removing dirt, grime, tar, paint, 
ink and all stains from the hands, apply 
with a brush or as an ordinary toilet soap. 
It will leave them soft and never chap them. 
Observe these directions and you will need 
no other cleaner. 

Question No. 285.—Enameling.—May 
we ask you to describe through your 








“Workshop Notes” a process of simple en 
ameling and state whether it is possible 
flow enamel without a furnace. We hav: 
been trying to melt the enamel on chai 
coal with a blow pipe, but it balls up and 
the gold melts before the enamel will flox 
freely; this in spite of the fact that we have 
tried 14-k. gold and the enamel was pur 
chased to be used on 10-k. gold. Our prin 
cipal enameling jobs are for opaque enamel 
in lettering on flat band rings, ete. 
S: 

ANSWER :—So far as we know, the uss 
ful process of enameling on jewelry with 
out a furnace has not been discovered. Not 
long ago Mr. David A. Nicoll, of 306 North 
St., Baltimore, Md., had discovered the 
process of enameling with a liquid glass, 
which was to be applied as paint. It was, 
in fact, as the Montteur de la Ceramique et 
de la Verrerie says, “a discovery of th: 
lost art of enameling by the ancient Egyp- 
tians.” In order to make that invention 
known to our readers we wrote at that 
time for further information, but received 
no reply, from which we may conclude that 
the invention may be only a chimerical one. 
The fact that your trials of enameling have 
not been successful may be accounted for 
by a wrong execution of the process, which 
we will briefly describe. Heat the article 
and in order to remove all dirt, clean the 
parts which must be enameled with a clean 
brush and alcohol, holding the articles with 
a clean piece of linen. After having thor 
oughly powdered the enamel in a mortar 
it is repeatedly rinsed with water, until no 
trace of dirt is seen in the water. Then 
the paste is put upon the article with a 
steel writing pen and the remaining water 
is drawn out of the paste by holding the 
piece of linen to it. Next we take a proper 
piece of soldering charcoal and fix upon 
it an iron wire framework, upon which we 
lay the article and spread around it, mod 
erately, the flame of an alcohol lamp until 
the enamel flows. Care must be taken not 
to blow too strong, otherwise it may be- 
come covered with white spots. When the 
work is removed from the coal it should 
be covered by a small box in order to let 
it cool gradually and thus prevent crack 
ing. When cooled off we take a not too 
rough file and, using water also with it, dle 
the enamel smooth. Then wash it with 
water and a brush, but do not dry it. Fin- 
ally heat the article again in order to give 
the enamel finish the desired gloss. For 
enclosed enameling the muffle finish is gen 
erally used. 


Metallurgical Skill of Ancient Ages. 


COMMUNICATION by M. Berthelot 
in Comptes Rendus shows that the 
Chaldeans and Babylonians were possessed 
of considerable metallurgical skill, says the 
Scientific American. A Babylonian statu- 
ette was found to consist of a copper alloy 
containing 79.5 per cent. of copper, 1.25 per 
cent. of tin and 0.8 per cent. of iron. 

A statuette from Chaldea, estimated to be 
2,200 years old, was composed of nearly 
pure copper containing only a slight pro- 
portion of iron, whereas another Chaldean 
statuette, some 400 years older, consisted 
mainly of an alloy of four parts of copper 
with one part of lead and a trace of su! 
phur.
